The remarkable disappearance' of Mr. 


?attou, a leading hardware dealer of this 
city, has been the subject of extended com- 
ment in these columns, and wherever Mr. P. 
was known, has excited the liveliest appro- 
tensions as to his fate. 


On the 8th day of last month he left this 


city ostensibly upon a short touv of recrea- 
.ion, accompanied by his little son, a child 
scarce five years of age. He took, as was 
supposed, but a small amount of money — 
jarely sufficient to defray his expenses to 
Chicago and return — but one change of lin- 
en, and, strange t6 say, was urgent in press- 
ng upon his wife to accompany him. She 
declined to go, however, and expressing his 
regret, he took his departure. His return 
ay the next train was confidently expected 
iy his family and friends. Their agonizing 
suspense as days and weeks elapsed may be 
imagined. 


The seeming purity of his private life, his 


aosition an a leading member of the Metho- 
list church, the seeming felicity of his do- 
mestic relations— every circumstance in fact 
combined to preclude ' any solution of his 
absence, snve upon the supposition that he 
md met with foul play. We are pained to 
say that subsequent developments — the re- 
sult of a thorough investigation into all the 
circumstances attending his disappearance, 
reveal the fact that he has eloped with Miss 
Adeline Potts, a young lady who formerly 
resided near Dayton, in this county, and to 
whom he was at one time* engaged. 
It 


seems that they had been children together 
— became lovers, and were to have been 
married on a certain day. A brother, re- 
siding near Crawfordsville, opposed the 
match, and intercepted their correspondence. 
A misunderstanding and an estrangement 
ensued. At this juncture he commenced 
paying his attentions to a highly respectable 
young lady of this city, and piqued by the 
seeming coldness of Mia? Potts, married her 
after a brief courtship. The interference of 
the brother, the intercepted letters, and the 
consequent misunderstanding and estrange- 
ment, were subsequently explained; and, 
so the story goes, Mr. Patton was heard to 
lament his ill advised haste in the most un- 
measured terms, nnd protesting his "undy- 
ing love " for Miss Potts, and cogging the 
privilege of retaining a potion of 'their cor- 
respondence as a souveu'u «<f il,.- p-t. 


Since this period, which was BUIUI- limp 


in February, 1852, Miss Potts has resided 
in Illinois and Wisconsin, with the excep- 
tion of a few weeks, which she spent in this 
city in 1855. 
During this visit Mr. P. paid 


her some attention, but nothing occurred to 
occasion any remark. It is now revealed, 
however, that a regular correspondence has 
been kept up with tier since his marriage. 
A brother-in-law with n horn she resided at 
JaResville, Wis., discovered the correspon- 
dence about eighteen months since, and 
made an unsuccessful effort to have it dis- 
continued. 


Mr. Patton, as we have before stated, left 


this city on Monday afternoon, Auguxt 8, 
arriving at Chicago about nine o'clock, on 
the evening of the same day. 
Early the 


next morning ho wont to the telegraph office 
and sent n dispatch to Miss Pntts nt Janes- 
ville, ns follows : 


CHICAGO, August 9, a. m. 


"Meet mo at Beloit. 
HABDI.VO." 


The dispatch reached Miss PottfiiU an ear- 


ly hour, and informing her friends that she 
was expected to officiate us bridesmaid at 
the wedding of a friend, nt Beloit, that day. 
left for Beloit by the first train. Patton hod 
E 


receded her, nnd had engaged rooms at the 
otel, registering himself and child RS J. W. 
Harding and son, and informing the land- 
lord that he was expecting the arrival of his 
wife. They occupied the same room that 
night. 


The next day she returned to Janesville, 


informing her friends that she wag goingon 
a short visit to Richmond county, packed 
her entire wardrobe and left the 'same eve- 
ning. Patton doubtless joined her again at 
some of the way stations between Janesville 
and Beloit. Here all trace of the guilty 
couple is lost. It is the general supposition 
that they went to New York and sailed for 
California. 


Miss Potts is known to have had a con- 


siderable sum of money, and it Is not at all 
probable that Mr. Patton was as short of 
funds as was nt first supposed. 


Mrs. Pntton, whose case excites the most 


heartfelt sympathy in the entire community, 
has filed her application for divorce and ali- 
mony on the ground of adultery and aban 
donment. _
